Nazis Thrown Back On 2 Fronts 


Huns Held 
At Gates 
Of Odessa 


MOSCOW, Sept. 3—(AP) 
—The Germans have been 
hurled back with heavy losses 
by Russian counter offensives 


on the fronts before Moscow | 


and Leningrad and stopped at 
the gates of Odessa, Russian 


war dispatches reported to- | 


day.

Before Moscow—German forces

Before Leningrad—The German 
eicge ring pushed back three miles, 
with heavy losses, under a counter 
assault directed personally by Mar- 
shal Klementi Voroshilov. 

Before Odessa—The Germans 
siubbornly resisted by the Red 
army in attempts to break into the 
Black Sea port with sailors from 
the Russian Black Sea fleet boleter- 
ing the army by carrying out raids 
behind the Nazi lines 


LOSE 2,930,000 MEN 

Yemelyan Yaroslavsky, a mem- 
ber of the Central party and a lead- 
ing Communist publicist, declared 
in Pravda that the Germans had 
Jost 2,930,000 men—dead, wounded 
and prisoners—since the war began 
two years ago, including more than 
2,000,000 on the eastern front alone, 
where the action is in its 11th week. 


Yaroslavsky compared this esti- | 


mate with German losses of 2,590,- 
000 on the eastern front in the last 
war. Emphasizing that Russia's 
male population is more than 
double Germany's, he said three 
five- “year plans had created new 
bases “unreachable for the enemy” 
and “millions are working to throw | 
these forceful reserves into the | 
battle.” 


On the centre of the front, in 
the sector entrusted to Marshal 
Timoshenko, Pravda, the Com- 
munist party organ, said advanc- 
ing Red army troops had retaken 
22 villages in 10 days of battle. 
Units commanded by Col. Boyei- 

kov, it was stated, threw the Ger- 
mans back more than 30 miles 
after a flank attack by Russian 


mechanized forces had snipped off| 


a German salient at its base. 

A German SS—elite blackshirt— 
infantry division was destroyed 
and a Nazi-held height command- 
ing the countryside in one central 
front area was recaptured, its dis- 
patch said 

Outside Leningrad, the Red army 
newspaper, Red Star, said Voro- 
shilov directed an attack which 
pushed the Germans back three 
miles and drove them from a Stra- 
tegically eapereann town.

' for Hitler to thrust deeper into Africa, as he 
undoubtedly will do as soon as he is able to 
release some forces from Russia.”’ 
With these words, uttered in quiet, con- 
George Weller trolled tones, Gen. Charles De Gaulle, the tall, 
angular George Washington of the new France, in a frank 
talk with this writer today revealed that he had invited the

The disclosure came as a sequel 
to a series of questions directed 
toward finding out Gen, de 
Gaulle’s views uopn the import- 
ance to the United States of bases 
on the west coast of Africa for 
protecting the Caribbean and 
Brazilian ingress into South Am- 
erica, 

Speaking upon his own soil with- 
@ut the inhibitions natural in Cairo 
or London. Gen, de Gaulle predicted 
a Nazi invasion of that part of 
Africa nearest to American soil in 
the same uncompromising terms 
with which he foretold the German 
invasion of Syria two months before 
it happened and charted the blitz- 
krieg technique six years before 
Hitler launched it. 

“Through a suitable intermediary, 
Y have offered the United States, 
Duala, in the Cameroons, and Port 
Gentil in Gabon, and Pointe Noire 
in French Equatorial Africa as 
naval bases,” said Gen. de Gaulle 
in tones so grave and composed 
that they belied the importance of 
his words. 


IN SAFE HANDS 

“] always had faith that the 
United States would keep her word 
and I know that America does not 
covet territorial aggrandizement in 
Africa, Especially am I sure 
France's African possessions would 
be in safe hands if strategic points 
were occupied by the American 
navy. I observe that one of the 
cardinal points of the conference 
between President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill was re- 
spect for the integrity of all nations.

Gen, de Gaulle received the writer | 


{n the snug, cream-colored study of 
his villa. It was between 6 and 7 
o'clock in the evening and the blinds 
were drawn in the window behind 
him, facing dire@etly upon the Congo, 
The general was in a light tan 
uniform, without decorations except 
the double-barred Lorraine Cross. 
He had severa] dossiers of work 
upon his desk and it was evident 
that his lightning two-day visit for 
the celebration of African France's 
first birthday meant only more 
work for him. The introduction was 
made by Karl Quigley of Holly-

At a distance, Gen. Ge Gaulle’s 
much publicized height was less 
perceptible because his square 
shoulders are as broad as a chif- 
fonier. His frame is Anglo-Saxon 
in size, big without being heavy. 
His head is somewhat small, His 
thick, black hair and small mous- 
tache are very French and in 
neither his manner of speaking 
nor his views did he show any 
trace that he had been Anglicized 
by his long collaboration with the 
British middle east command. He 
spoke in firm French, but totally 
without a trace of oratorical flour- 
ish or politician's evasion and with 
much more simplicity and direct- 
ness than is customary in public 
leaders, 

He made no particular effort to 
{mpress his views upon the inter- 
viewer, simply stating them in ans- 
wer to direct questions with sol- 
dierly calmness and matter-of-fact- 
ness, He gave full evidence that he 
understood the uses of discretion 
when asked to comment upon the 
fact that the United States was

“[ prefer to withhold comment 
upon that subject,” he said tersely, 
BREAK OFF RELATIONS 

The interviewer asked whether 
he believed the United States should

collaborate with Hitler's plans, 
Those steps were separately taken 
and each closed a new door to re- 
treat. They cannot turn back now, 
they can only go farther in the 
same direction.” 

“What would be your answer if 
you were accused by Vichy of 
bartering French African ports for 
United ‘States aid?” asked the inter- 
| viewer. 

“My answer,” he said, “is that 
there is no more reason to believe 
| that the United States should 
break its word of honor and keep 
the French bases beyond the term 
of the lease or the period needed 
as defence against Hitler, than 
there was to safeguard Brest and 
Bordeaux against the United 
States in the last war before ac- 
cepting American help against the 
same enemy.” 


French, Gen. de Gaulle said: 

“In my opinion the effect would 
be very great.” 

“Does the American att'tude to- 
ward Vichy then really mean so 
much to the average Frenchman?” 
asked the interviewer with a sug- 


French public is looking toward 
America for a cue to its political 
opinions,” he said. “But at least 
the situation would then be clearly 
defined, It would be seen that 
America at last had taken an un- 
mistakeable line against al] those 
helping Hitler. We know already 
what the average Frenchman's 
feelings are towards Vichy. The sev- 
erance of relations would indicate 
to him that the American govern- 
ment felt the same way. Moreover, 
it would demonstrate that American 
policy toward Vichy was consistent 
with its policy toward Berlin. 

Asked what Vichy's_ reaction 
would be if the United States broke 
relations with Vichy and accepted 
the use of West African ports, Gen. 
de Gaulle replied: 

“Possibly nothing very much 
would happen. At least, not until 
Germany was able to ease up in 
its struggle against Russia. Both 
the United States and Vichy 
would simply coast along, more 
or less as at present. But if you 
are asking about strategic con- 
siderations, that is different, Ex- 
amine any map showing the route 
and frequency of British convoys 
and you will find that the most 
travelled path is around the bulge 
of Africa. 

“For the protection of these ship- 
ping lanes, the Nazis cannot be al- 
lowed to use Vichy'’s African soil 
in combined airplane and submarine 
attacks or Britain’s middle eastern 
lifeline would be severed. Britain 
has Bathurst and Freetown, but 
they are so smal] that Dakar easily 
dominates them. They are too near 
and weak tc serve as bases” 

“Do you think the United States 
fleet could take Dakar?” 

“Not without a battle of consider- 
able dimensions,” replied Gen. de 
Gaulle, “Nearby British ports are 
exposed by nature and, furthermore, 
they have inadequate facilities for 
their present needs, The same thing 
applies to Acora and Takoradi on 
the Gold Coast, and Lagos in Ni- 
geria.

Gen, de Gaulle smiled faintly. 

“You have grasped the reason for 
my offer to the United States,” he 
said gently. 

Asked whether in his opinion the 
Casablanca-Dakar railroad being 
built by Polish miners and veterans 
of the Internationa] brigade, shipped 
into A.O.F. (French West Africa) 
from French concentration camps, 
was what made Dakar dangerous 
to the United States, de Gaulle 
shook his head: 


“Not particularly, That is just 
a bluff. But Dakar was the strong- 
est base in West Africa before that 
and it is even stronger now. The 
danger to the United States, pro- 
vided it falls into Nazi bands, ts 
not somewhere in the future but 
imminent, immediate, It is only 
| the lack of material that keeps 
| Hitler from using A.O.F. and that 
situation is dependent only on 
being temporarily urable to spare 
aircraft from the eastern front.” 

At no time during our 45 minutes 
talk did Gen. de Gaulle flatly say 
| that uniformed Nazis were already 
| in French West Africa but he em- 
| phasized repeatedly that only sub- 
| Stantially increased naval and air 
| strength along the African curve 
‘could handle them if they chose to 
| take over the established French 
| air bases jn the characteristic Nazi 
24-hour style. 


QUIETLY ADVISING 


His manner was that of a physi- 
cian quietly advising precautions 
against a malady. 

During the course of the inter- 
view, Gen, de Gaulle mentioned 
Vichy Vice-Premier Jean Darlan's 
name only once and Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain not at all. The 
writer asked if he believed that if 
the United States government de- 
cidéd to break with Vichy it should 
| recognize Free France. 

“I believe that one step ought to 
lead, before long, to the other,” 
said Gen. de Gaulle. 
| When the interviewer shifted the 
| topic to the Pacific, Gen. de Gaulle 
|was equally unequivocal and 
| straightforward. 

“Free France numbers among 
her possessions the islands of New 
Caledonia and the Hebrides, They 
will play an important role in the 
coming struggle in Southeastern 
Asia,” he said 

“Would France lend them to the 
United States as naval bases in case 
of need?” 

“Without any fuss whatever,” re- 
plied Gen. de Galle simply. 

Asked about the problem of their

“If you consult a map, you will 
See that they lie near enough to the 
Australian coast so thet Japan 
could not actually take oon 
of them without envolving herself 
with Australia.

TOO LIGHT A VIEW 

“It seems to me that, both the 
United States and Britain badly 
compromised their position by tak- 
ing much too light a view of that 
invasion,” said the general candid- 
ly. “It was a mistake to treat the 
seizure of Indo-Ohina in terms of 
threatening reprisals only if the in- 
vasion should further extend itself 
into Thailand, Instead, both the 
United States and Britain should 
have said outright that Japanese 
Occupation could not be recognized 
as rightful, and specifically stated 
that as soon as military opportunity 
presented itself the Indo-Chinese 
situation would be corrected, 
Touching upon the remaining 
parts of the empire divided between 
Gen, de Gaulle and Vichy, the inter- 
viewer remarked that American 
isolationists might demur at taking 
steps against Dakar even in Ameri- 
ca's interest because Franco-British 
forces had failed there. Non-inter- 
ventionists might inquire why Free 
France has not yet attempted to 
take either Somaliland o: Mada- 
gascar from Vichy, thus making a 
clean sweep of the East African

Canada Moves 
Link Program’ 
On Production 


OTTAWA, Sept, 3.—(CP)—Can- 
ada moved last night to dovetail 
her war production program more 
closely with that of the United 
S‘ates under an order requiring 


priority ratings for all Canadian 
war contracts which require mat- 
erials brought across the interna- 
tional boundary. 


The order was issued by Chair- 
man R. C. Berkinshaw of the War- 
time Industries Control] Board :n 
his capacity as chief priorities of- 
ficer for the Department of Muni- 
tions and Supply. 

“Canada manufacturers working 
on war contracts must adjust their 
requirements to the priority rating 
system of the United States ‘o as- 
sure deliveries of equipment and 
mattrials of various kinds from Un- 
ited States suppliers,” Mr, Berkin- 
shaw said. 


CONTRACTS RATED 

Under the order ‘all Canadian 
prime contracts requiring United 
States materials or equipment must 
be rated, “so that the extension of 
the priority rating can be assigned 
to cover the materials ordered from 
United States suppliers.” 

“United States factories are being 
loaded up with orders for material 
and equipment which are covered 
by prefererfe ratings,” Mr. Berkin- 
shaw said 

“The point now has been reached 
where many of these firms will not 
even put orders into their produc- 
tion schedules without receiving a 
preference rating.” 


Mr. Berkinshaw said applica- 
tions for priority ratings should 
be made to the priorities branch 
for all “uncompleted, unratc* con- 
tracts and all new contracts as 
they are placed.” 

He said the following information 
would be required from each appli- 
cant: legal name and address of 
prime contractor, contract number, 
description of materials ordered, 
the store for which they are in- 
tended, unit quantities of materials 
required, total value of contract, de 
livery schedule, and quantity de- 
livered to date of application. 


RAW MATERIAL SHORTAGE

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 — (AP)

As the Pres.dent spoke, the board, 
under the chairmanship of Vice- 
President Henry Walace, was hold- 
ing its first meeting and drawing 
up a declaration of general policy 
to guide its activities. Essentially, it 
called for: 

~Employment of every avail- 

able man and machine “on direct 
defence requirements or at work 
essential to the civilian economy.” 

2-Curtailment of production of 
less essential articles so that there 
may be “an abundance «of the 
essential,” and stripping the civil- 
jan economy of non-essentials. To

And Japan was told, though not named, 
that United States munitions are now 
moving and will continue to move to 
ev ront on which the Axis is being 
fought—including Russia. 

‘o the nations which are fighting 
the Axis there were heartening prom- 
ises that “infinitely sore’ supplies 
would be sent them, that “new and 
more powerful weapons” were being 
d for their use, that munitions 
shipped to them would be more effec- 
tively protected while en route. 

In the legal sense the United States 
is at peace with the Axis powers, but 
in that sense only, and only condition- 
ally. Short of taking military measures 
it is against them, to the full extent 
of its productive powers, and until they 
are defeated. This the President has 
declared in the plainest possible lang- 
uage. The declaration will be as dis- 
heartening and maddening to the dicta- 
tors as it is encouraging to the peoples 
who are fighting to preserve for all 
nations the right of self-government. 


Ten Weeks 


On June 22nd Herr Hitler sent his 
panzer divisions rolling across the Rus- 
sian border. The campaign is now at 
the middle of the eleventh week. The 
Red army has not .been smashed. 
The Ukraine has not been captured. The 
Caucasus oil fields are as far away as 
ever, Neither Leningrad, Moscow nor 
Kiev has been taken. Winter is fast 
approaching. 


The pretense has even been aband- 
oned at Berlin that operations are 
proceeding “according to schedule.” 
The German people are being tactfully 
told they must look for a long hard 
fight, extending through and beyond 
the winter—the third winter of war. 
The hospitals in occupied countries are 
filled with German wounded. The Fueh- 
rer has from a million and a half to two 
million fewer men than he had ten 
weeks ago. He has lost planes, tanks 
and motorized vehicles in hundreds. He 
has thus far gained practically nothing 
of military value, while the extended 
communication lines double the diffi- 
culties and complications of the supply 
problem. ne 

Despite the gabbling of Goebbels it 
must be getting plain to thoughtful 
Germans that things are not going well 
on the eastern front, that in the mili- 
tary sense they are not “going” at all. 
For the time at least the invasion 1s 
stalled, and three exhausting drives 
have left the attackers weaker in num- 
bers and equipment. If the Russians 
hold as well as they have been holding, 
Hitler will never get as far into Russia 
as Napoleon got.

It is a sericus blow. For the policy of 
collaboration, as it is called, depended 
hitherto upon the notion that certain 
privileged men and certain specia] inter- 
ests in the conquered countries would 
make profitable terms with the conqueror, 
and that the rest of the people would be 
$0 dejected, so hopeless, so demoralized 
and defeated that they would drift with 
the wave of the future.

Log Tells Story 


Her log, preserved in the Greenwich 
Nautical Museum, tells the story. When 
34 days out from Cape Town with all sails 
set one day in February 1862, a terrific 
Squall hit her. During the 20 minutes of 
its duration it stripped her yards bare, 
tore away her rudder and much of her 
gear and sent both skipper and chief mate 
below into the sick bay with fractured 
bones. 

Ezra Brown, second mate, took over 
the command. When he tried to get way 
on her he found her bow beams had been 
sprung, and had opened a gap in her bow, 
To sail her forwards meant that water 
rushed in through the gap. So, after the 
crew had repaired her canvas, Brown had 
them back her yards, while he rigad a 
jury (makeshift) rudder over the bow, 
With a fresh breeze from the southeast he 
sailed her stern first for 53 hours till she 
dropped anchor in the harbor at Fayal, 
averaging 3'2 knots on the novel trip.

All Within Two Years 


How time flies! It was on August 25, 
1939, that Herr Hitler told Sir Nevile 
Henderson that Germany never again 
would fight Russia. It was two years ago 
this month that he told “My dear Danzig- 
ers’ that Germany didn’t want the 
Ukraine. 

A striking sequel to “Mein Kampf” is 
now on sale. It is a collection of speeches 
by Herr Hitler under the title, “My New 
Order.” They have been compiled by 
Raoul de Roussy de Sales, New York 
correspondent for Paris papers. It is the 
greatest anthology of broken promises 
ever compiled from Hitler’s assurance in 
1934 that the return of the Saar was his 
only territorial ambition, to his latest 
attack on a nation to which he had pledged 
non-aggression. 

Mr. de Sales’ observations on the steps 
invariably used by Hitler’s victims in 
opposing him should not be lost on nations 
on this continent. First, he says, they try 
to ignore him. Then they refuse to take 
him seriously. Then they try to make 
treaties with him. And then it’s all up 
with them. Lying and treachery are 
legitimate weapons to the Nazi.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. 
(BUP)—The capital buzzed today 


with circulation of an unconfirm- 
ed report that the Japanese pre-

Early, when asked about the re- 
port late last night. conferred with 
the president by telephone. Then, 
in a conference telephone call to 
press association offices, announced 
that the only presidential sea voy- 
age contemplated in the near future 
is a week-end cruise “from Anna- 
polis, down Chesapeake Bay and up 
the Potomac river to Washington.” 
That was his only comment. 
MESSAGE UNREVEALED 

The unconfirmed report of the 
Konoye invitation for a sea confer- 
ence, simulating the historic 
Churchill-Roosevelt meeting in the 
Atlantic, follows two weeks of im- 
portant conferences between Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull and the 


Japanese ambassador Kichisaburo 
Nomura, 
Last Thursday Nomura, accom- 


panied by Hull, conferred with Mz 
Roosevelt and delivered a personal 
message to him from Prince Kon- 
oye. The contents of that note have 
tor been revealed. 

The report here of the proposed 
Roosevelt-Konoye meeting was 
that Nomura had submitted it to 
President Roosevelt last week be- 
for he delivered the Konoye note 
on Thursday. 


Despite the fact that officials here 
disclaimed amy knowiedge of such 
a proposal, diplomatic observers be- 
lieved that such an invitation was 
not improbable. However, they 
saw many obstacles that might pre- 
vent such a meeting taking place 
at the present time.

Regarding instalment buying, Mr
